Special strikes are simple to pull off but have pretty mean results. Try stomping all over a 
lifeless corpse, ramming home a headbutt, sticking an elbow in the face, chuck an atomic 
punch, or howz about a reverse parallel chop? Again loads to try out, but don't expect 
over-the-top effects. It feels like you could do all this stuff in real life.

Despite all its gorgeous 3D graphics, Dead or Alive is essentially a 2D beat 'em up. Unlike 
Tekken 3 you can only get around the side or back of opponents at certain times. You can 
move to the side getting up from the deck, when avoiding certain attacks, or by using a 
counterstrike. Pity, but it doesn't take that much away from the gameplay.

You know who's in the running, right? But which sides are gonna make it through to 
the finals? There are 23 teams battling for the Cup, but only eight can go through to 
the quarter finals. 


This is where the Bulgarias are sorted out from your Brazils. OnSide Soccer despite the 
managerial side of the game, just isn't fun to play and gets knocked out straightaway. ISS 
Deluxe is too damn old to keep up with the newer soccer stars. Likewise, Kick Off 97 
and Striker 96 are slow, ugly and unplayable. All Star Soccer's 'witty' commentary is 
fun but only for the first 45 minutes, by which time you'll be looking for footy thrills 
elsewhere. You won't find 'em with Super Football Champ 'hough, 'cos it plays as bad 
as it looks. As for 4-4-2, this no-hoper lacks good graphics, solid gameplay... It's so dire it 
would've been better if the CD was left blank. You're all relegated! 


ISS Deluxe: if only it we're younger... Super 
Football Champ: utter shite 4-4-2 is the worst 
game ever. Leave it at that... 


The competition cranks up a gear, with only the best going through to the next round. Both 
FIFAs 96 and 97 are showing their age and lack of finesse, so are sent off for an early 
bath. Actua Soccer's awkward controls means it doesn’t have a chance against the more 
skilful footy games, and its basic gameplay just doesn't match the flair of other competi¬ 
tors. Kick Off World, well it's exactly like the footy games of five years ago, so is 
automatically knocked out for being so unoriginal. Bastard. Soccer 97 plays pretty well but 
is just too damn ugly to go through, while the dated player rosters of Adidas Power 
International 97 a n d Actua Soccer: Club Edition mean they aren't good enough to 
go through, even though they're OK to play. That's it, onto the quarters... 


QUARTER FINALS 

Actua Soccer 2 Vs Olympic Soccer 

Actua Soccer 2 takes an early lead, using the sheer speed of its gameplay to get one over 
its rival. Olympic pulls one back, relying on good, solid gameplay to go all the way. But it's 
the outright quality of Actua 2, along with the great graphics, which gives it another goal, 
making the final score 2-1.

World League Soccer Vs Power Soccer 2

taking an early lead. It's not long before WLS scores another as well, thanks to spot-on 
gameplay and stacks of well cool moves.

World Cup 98 Vs Three Lions 

Three Lions' England line-up never finds its feet against the official World Cup game and is 
outclassed right from the opening whistle. Its crap targeting system means it can never get 
a decent shot at goal, the shots saved by the keeper or flying wide even when it's up 
close. The chugging gameplay also allows the much faster, more sophisticated World Cup

the players, leaving a gap for World League Soccer to sneak past. Again, WLS uses its 
massive amount of moves to dazzle its rival, finishing off with a classy cross and 
connecting volley. Goal! 


There’s more 

You know what's best at the moment, but there are loads more footy games warming 
up on the sidelines. 

Viva Football looks well promising and boasts modern-day teams as well as 
classic World Cup sides. Libero Grande is an arcade-style footy thang, while Sensible 
Soccer 2000 is a more traditional soccer sim. It looks good though, although Super 
Match Soccer doesn't. The last time we saw SMS it was slow and unplayable, but 
look out for the full lowdown next month. Oh, and there's FIFA 99. Whoopee... 




World League Soccer Vs World Cup 98 

This is it! Both games are fast, but only one is the official World Cup licence, so World Cup 
98 draws first blood. 1-0! WLS isn't far behind though, drawing on its extra bit of speed 
and dynamite plays to draw level. 

After 90 minutes of scintillating play the teams are inseparable so it goes to extra time. 
By the end of the extra period, neither team has managed to take the lead, so it's down to 
penalties!

Make your way carefully past the zombie 
hordes, down the alley and into the gun shop. 
Enjoy the fine acting. When it's over, search the 
shop and locate two boxes of bullets. Zombies 
pile through the window and make a meal of 
the gun shop owner. If you kill all the zombies, 
you can get the shotgun from his body. (Claire 
gets the bowgun.) If you're a filthy coward, you 
can just flee via the back door. 


In the alley behind the shop, head along and 
past the fence separating you from a bunch of 
zombies. Carry on until you reach the dead end 
of the shop owner's van. You'll find more bullets 
there. At this point, the zombies behind the 
fence will break through. You'll have to kill them 
as the alley is too narrow to dodge them. Head 
through the now-open fence and through the 
door at the end of the basketball court. 



Carry on through the alley, over an overpass, climbing over a box at the bottom of the overpass stairs. 
There are bullets in a bin by the box. Run to the open street area, dodging zombies. Enter the wrecked 
bus. Get the bullets from the seat. There will be two zombies to deal with. Leave the bus by the door 
opposite the driver. From here, it's only a short run to the police station, through the park, dodging 
zombies all the way. There's a green herb in a plant pot outside the police station.

Take the unicorn medal to the fountain in the main hallway, room 
1. On your way, stay clear of the boarded windows... 

Use the medal on the fountain, releasing the spade key. Head 
to room 4. Go inside and explore till you find the patrol report and 
ink ribbons. Push the small steps along to the tall cabinet, climb 
them ond get the crank from the top. Exit the room and head back 
to the second floor, by the statues. 



Head past the statues and through the door. Go to the library, room 
15. (Claire can unlock the desk outside for ammo.) Then climb the 
stairs and along the walkway. The floor will give way, dropping you 
to a small room. Examine the picture on the wall and press the 
button. The bookcases have red buttons, which move them when 
pressed. Move the middle two bookcases to the right once. Go to 
the small room for the bishop plug. (Claire gets the serpent stone.) 



Exit the library via the double doors and make your way to room 
16. Activate the ladder on the banister so you can climb up here 


from the main hall, saving time in later trips. There are zombies on 
the walkway, but they're easy to dodge. 

In the room, search around till you find secretary's diary A 
and a key for the desk drawer in room 2, first floor. Exit via the 
opposite door. Go to area 21, stairs outside the building. 
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Instant Expert: Resident Evil 2 nutted! 
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Make your way to the burning helicopter outside the police station, room 18. On the way, you'll have to 
fight a load of crows. Head down the stairs and enter the door around the corner, taking you into a power 
room. Here you'll find a save point, bullets and a valve handle. Make sure you have the handle and return 
to the burning 'copter. Nip behind the open fence by the door and use the handle on the water pressure 
valve. The tank will rupture, extinguishing the fire. Examine the 'copter for bullets. 


Go down the steps and enter the door. Examine 
the corpse there for bullets. In the hallway, enter 
the open doorway on the right. There are zombies 
here, so kill 'em or dodge 'em. 

In this room, enter the small room to the left. 


Inside you'll find herbs behind the desk and a safe. 
To open the safe, use the combination 2236. Inside 
is ammo and the station map. Search the main 
room for ink ribbons. Exit via the double doors at 
the far end of the room. 
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Inside is the rook plug and cord. (Claire gets the 
eagle stone.) Watch the window... Head to the 
basement, through the door marked 13 on the 
map. Get the herbs and use the cord on the 
power box. Head downstairs, but check shelves 
for shells. Kill the three dogs at the bottom of 
the stairs. Take the first right door. Inside, pick 
up green herbs and the map. Head for the 
power control panel, and use the lever sequence 
up, down, up, down, up, like in the screenshot. 


Kill the zombies in here, then search for the film 
which you develop in room 7, and shotgun 
shells. (Claire also gets the explosive in this 
room.).Exit through the other door to the office 
with the wounded officer. Kill him. On the desk 
in the small room is the heart key. (Claire gets 
the detonator from the desk. Combine it with 
the explosive.) If you search the main room 
you'll find bullets in the locker and a memo to 
Leon on the desk. Now head to room 9. 


Now make for the area of the house where the 'copter's smashed through the wall, marked 19 on the 
map. With the flames out, you can get past it and enter the door on the right. In the room is the diamond 
key and two stone busts protruding from the wall. Place a red jewel in each of the two busts, revealing the 
king plug. (Claire receives a stone here.) Also in the room are some hidden shells. Now use the diamond 
key to enter the evidence room, room 5. 


THE SEWER 



Now go to room 22, the car park. You'll meet Ada. Push the van 
away from the door. Follow Ada to the cell and watch the cutscene. 
Examine the shelf on the right for the manhole cover opener. 

Go to room 23, where the manhole is. Kill the dogs and get 
the herbs in one of the kennels. Open the manhole and head down 
into the sewers. Carry on through and dodge the spiders. You'll 
leave the sewer corridor after a few screens. Head for the vent in 
the wall. 


Now you get to play as Ada. Take the first right and head for the left 
hand door. You'll have two dogs to kill. Take the sewer map on the 
wall. Go into a room with a pit in it. Hop down into the pit, left of 
the control panel, and push the boxes into a line, making a bridge 
over the pit. Climb back up to the panel and use it. Walk across the 
boxes and get the club key. Now go through the other door in the 
area with the dogs in. Take the lift down and find the shells. Then 
go back to the vent in the wall, where you first took over as Ada. 


As Leon again, head to room 11. On the way you'll have to deal 
with two lickers. Inside the room you'll find the magnum, 
watchman's diary and ammo. Now head to room 10. Ignite the 
furnace on the far side of the room and turn the taps in the order 
12,13,11. This will cause the cogwheel to fall from the painting on 
the wall. Grab it and search the room for another film and a first aid 
spray, by the desk. Head to the third floor, via the walkway in the 
library, room 15. 
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Enter the only other door on the third floor and use the crank in the 
square hole in the wall. 

Climb the stairs and use the cogwheel on the gears. Press the 
button to open a hidden door. Behind it is the knight plug. (Claire 
gets the blue stone piece.) Go down the shaft of the hidden door. 

In the room you land in, head for the jails and watch the gory 
cutscene. Yer-uck! 

Head to room 25 and fight the William-Tyrant. Use the 
handgun on the small parasites and the shotgun on the tyrant. 


With the Tyrant dead, go to the door and use the four chess piece 
keys to open it. Make your way through the sewers to a big room 
and get the ink ribbons, sewer manager file, bullets and a first aid 
spray. Use the lift in the corner to exit. 

After a cutscene, you'll become Ada again. Follow the scientist, 
taking the map on the wall. Follow the scientist up the ladder and 
into the vent shaft, running past the insects. When you catch up 
with the scientist, there'll be another cutscene. Now head down the 
ladder, just outside of the room, and you'll become Leon again. 


Go down the hallway and find the wolf coin. It's on the right of the 
sewer, in an alcove with a corpse in. Now go to room 28, dodging 
all the spiders. Use the valve handle on the lift lowering mechanism. 
Once across use the handle again to raise the lift for a later 
crossing. There are herbs, shells and a save point here. 

Head down the corridor till the alligator attacks. As it comes 
up the corridor, activate the cylinder on the left wall. It'll fall off and 
the gator will grab it in his mouth. When it does, shoot it, exploding 
the cylinder and killing it. 



Go down the walkway to the zombies. Paste 'em and head left, 
searching the body for shotgun parts. (Claire gets the spark gun 
here.) Follow the passage back, through a door and climb the 
ladder. In the room you'll find ink ribbons, ammo and a spray. Exit 
via the door. Search the big room for bullets and a map. Go into the 
tractor housing. Inside you'll find ammo and a key. Use the key on 
the panel in front of the tractor and press the button. The tyrant 
attacks, so use your best weapon and keep moving. 
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Head along the bridge and go to the right side of the tram. 

Turn on the power switch on the control panel, activating the 
tram. Enter it. The bastard Tyrant returns and shoves his arms 
through the ceiling. Don't waste precious bullets shooting the arms, 
just let Ada do it for you! (The Tyrant doesn't attack here in Claire's 
A scenario.) 

When the carriage comes to a halt, exit and head left. Use the 
lighter on the flare gun to find the weapon box key. Grab it and exit. 


Head through the door the gator came through. Search the rubbish 
for ribbons. Talk to Ada and you'll enter a service room. (Claire 
meets Sherry and gets the first silver coin.) Get the eagle coin and 
sewer manager's diary located in a small room up the ramps. Head 
right and use the valve handle on the machine by the massive fan 
and climb past the fan and through the airshaft. 

Head to area 27. Use both eagle and wolf coins on the panel 
on the right of the waterfall. Enter the door you can now reach. 


THE LAB 



Go back into the tractor housing and watch the 
scene. Explore the room you end up in for 
useful items and head out to room 35. 

Get the fuse case from the trolley and use 
it at the machine opposite. 

Take the fuse to area 30 and use it on the 
power box there. Head to room 32. Get the 
memos. Go to the computer and turn on the 
anti-BOW sprinklers. 

In the locker is a flamethrower. (Claire gets 
launcher rounds here.) Use your ever-trusty 
lighter on the oil on the floor by the plant vines. 


Climb through the vent shaft and kill the lickers. 
Get the ammo and ink ribbons. Leave the room 
and open the metal door down the corridor and 
fry the plants. Head through the next door. Now 
go down the ladder, getting the herbs. Kill three 
lickers and head to room 38. Search beneath the 
monitors for the map. Go to room 37 and use 
the weapon box key on the locker to get the 
magnum parts. (Claire gets ammo.) 

Also, get the first aid spray from the small 
table. Enter the lab and kill the zombies, getting 
the red lab card from a desk. Head for room 36. 


Kill the massive moth in the room and slaughter 
the nasty insects on the computer with your 
normal gun. 

Use the computer and enter the password 
'GUEST'. Head to room 34, killing the lickers on 
the way there. Enter and kill the zombies and 
turn on the light switch. 

Get the first aid spray, magnum rounds the 
MO disk in the room. As you exit, you'll run into 
Annette, receiving the G-virus. 

Head down to area 39 and use the MO 
disk on the terminal by the big door. Head on in. 


Now for the final fight. Tool up the magnum and 
shotgun and get those first aid sprays at the 
ready. Activate the lift in the room and the 
Tyrant will drop. 

Run round the area and shoot the Tyrant 
from a safe distance, it has a long reach. After 
enough shots, it'll turn into a bastard hard dog 
thing. It leaps on you from above, so watch the 
tops of the cabinets. Run around like a maniac 
and keep shooting low. 

With the Tyrant dead, head into the lift and 
enjoy the end sequence. Now for the B scenario! 
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Go to area 34 and use the keycard on the door. Find the serum canister, kill the zombies and turn on the 
lights. In the corner of the room is the MO disc. Go to the computer and use the serum canister, then hit 
the switch at the back of the room. Go back to the terminal and get the processed serum. Head back to 
room 37. Go to the machine on the left and use the serum canister. The machine will process it. Head to 
area 39, use the MO disk on the terminal and follow Leon's guide from the start of the final box, 28.

First off, follow Leon's guide to the end of box 9. 
After getting the stone in the library go to room 
16. In room 16, search for the lighter, secretary's 
diary and ink ribbons. 

Go back to room 6 and enter the small 
room by the blackboard.

Go back to 
the office and get the key from the desk. Head 
to room 13 and go through the door. Use the 
cord on the box on the wall. Head down the 
stairs and kill the dogs. Take the first right, and 
enter the power room. Inside, get the herbs and 
basement map. Go to the reserve control panel 
and enter the sequence up, down, up, down, up, 


Combine the blue stone pieces and take all 
three stones to the chief's office, room 17. Go 
behind the desk and press the button beneath 
the painting, causing it to move. Place the three 
stones in the three slots, opening a door. Go 
through it and, in the new room, get mail to the 
chief and go down the lift. Head along the 
corridor and through the door. After a cutscene, 
get the rounds and go down the ladder. 


Enter the first room you find and exit it via an air 
vent, dodging the zombie there. You'll emerge in 
a pipe. Dodge some insects and pick up the 
silver coin at the end. After a cutscene you 
become Claire again. Head further down the 
sewer and enter the first door you find, getting 
the herbs. In the room is a save point, a chest 
and a memo. If you head down the ladder you'll 
also find ammo and a first aid spray. Go back up 
to the main room and use the lift to go down. 


When the lift stops, get the map on the wall and 
head into the sewer. Head up into the screen, till 
you find an alcove in the wall, to the side of you. 
Climb on in and get the flame rounds at one 
end, by the corpse. It's not really grave-robbing 
'cos you need their ammo. 

Take the danger-filled trip to room 28 and 
follow Leon's guide from the start of box 21, 
following it to box 27, just after you enter 
'GUEST' on the computer. 


Now exit, head left and go through the dirty door at the end of the corridor, down a left-hand corner. Go 
down the manhole, killing the dogs, and enter the storage door. Exit the room and you'll run into Sherry. 
After a cutscene you'll take over control of her. Head to the lift and go up. There are dogs patrolling, so 
you'll need to be fast on your feet. 


Go to room 24, killing the lickers there. Get the 
red key card from a cabinet. Kill the corpses that 
re-animate. Leave and head down the hallway 
to the weapon storage room. Inside, find the 
bullets, equipment bag and submachine gun. 
Now head back to room 11 and follow Leon's 
guide from the start of box 18, following it to the 
middle of box 19, just after you get the blue 
stone piece. 


Go left and head straight for the door. Inside, 
take the sewer map on the wall and go to the 
room with the pit in. Hop into the pit and push 
the boxes against the back wall to form a bridge 
across the gap. Use the panel by the pit 
Cross the bridge and get the club key. 
Enter the other door in the area and go down 
the lift, searching for grenade rounds. Go back 
to the main lift, and regain control of Claire.

Kill or dodge the zombies and examine the wall 
by the library doors. Get the unicorn medal. Go 
down the emergency ladder and use the medal 
on the statue in the main hall, getting you the 
spade key.

Now go to room 12, via the stairs 
marked 21. There are herbs there. Examine the 
corpse for bullets.

Hit the lights there and find Sherry and 
the secretary's diary B. 

Get the bullets from the chest and go back 
to the chief's room. Get the heart key and diary. 
Now head for the basement, through the door 
marked 13. 
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In the small office is the safe, opened with 2236. Inside is ammo and a map, as well as a herb behind the 
desk. (Leon gets bullets.) In the main room is the valve handle. Go to the burning 'copter, in area 18.

Head down the stairs and waste the zombies. Enter the first door 
on the right, with a map inside and the power controls. Enter the 
sequence up, down, up, down, up.

From there, take a left and go through the door at the end of the 
corridor into a dirty alley. 

Kill the dogs and go down the ladder. Use the storage room to 
save. Exit and run into Sherry again. You'll now play as her. 


It's the same as Claire's first scenario: run past the zombies and go 
through the door on the right to the pit room.

As before, the B scenarios of Leon and Claire are very similar. All you have to do is follow Claire's B guide 
till it tells you here to follow the Leon guide. 


From the off, follow Claire's guide up till box 6, 
just after you get the king plug. Now go to room 
3. Inside you'll find shells, film and access to the 
room with the heart key in. Kill the zombie cop 
there and get the heart key from the desk.

If you don't wanna know about the secret Resident Evil 2 characters, stop reading now, dammit. However, 
if you're having a 'mare getting Hunk or Tofu through the legions of the undead, help is at hand.... 
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You start in the sewer. Go up the stairs to the 
first room. Kill the zombie with her back to you, 
then the one in the middle of the walkway. Run 
to the corner of the room, luring zombies 
toward you. Then run past 'em, using the 
walkway to dodge, and exit through the door. In 
the next room, run along the left wall, past the 
zombie, then zig-zag to the exit door. 


The spiders here poison you, so run through the 
sewer along the left hand wall. Go up the ladder. 
As you enter the next room, run ahead. The 
dogs should jump but miss. Run left outta the 
door. In the next room, there are two zombies 
on the floor. If you kill 'em, let one grab you so 
you can crush their heads. Running past the 
other zombies in the hall is easy. Exit the room. 




In the upstairs hall, wait for the Terminator to appear. Lure him towards you then circle, running down the 
hallway to the door. In the next room, dodge the first two zombies and run over the legs on the inert 
zombies to dodge them and exit. In the next room, stay still. 


In the next room, there's a dog to the left, one in front and one further away. You can dodge them all. Run 
left to dodge the first two dogs, then right to avoid the third dog. There are loads of crows in the next 
room, but handgun shots or knife swipes sort them out.

4. GEARS 


Using manual gears rather than an automatic 
makes little or no difference to acceleration or top 
speed. So why bother with manual? Well, it's to do 
with control y'see. Dropping gears helps you slow 
down, you can then keep revs high through a 
corner and finally come out screaming rather than 
crawling. Watch you don't drop through several 
gears too quickly. The sudden change in speed will 
make your mota skid out of control. 

0 Use gears to keep revs high 




Front-wheel-drive machines drag you around corners, so make sure you corner by the book. Rear-wheel 
drive motors skip out. Add a touch of opposite lock right on corners to swing yourself in. You can throw 
the four-wheel-drive motas all over the shop, but opposite steer and brakes gets you power-drifting.

If you want the fastest start hold the accelerator. When the countdown reaches one whip your finger off 
the power and straight back on.

Before you're allowed onto the track, you're gonna have to pass a few basic tests. Lessons you help get to grips 
with racing basics and give you a feel for various kinds of cars. Here's a crash course to get you started. 



Select auto, keep the power up and, just before 
reaching 160km/h, slam on the brakes.

Keep this speed 
constant. Go from full right lock to full left lock where the shadow goes diagonal. Make sure you use both 
rumble strips and concentrate on getting a good line through BOTH bends.

KNOW THE ENEMY PT 2 



There are several types of ratmen, each a bigger 
pain in the arse than the one before. Basic ratman 
grunts are weak, but they attack in numbers. Send 
a fireball or two into their midst. Some ratmen 
have guns and attack from a distance. Run at 
them in a zig-zag manner and hack them in a 


couple of fell swoops. Ratmen grenadiers fire 
grenades at you. If you can run near other 
enemies, do so. Best killed with distance weapons, 
like the flamelance. Rat ogres are tough bastards. 
Try and avoid hand-to-hand combat. The blunder¬ 
buss works best on 'em. 


I The standard ratman. Easy meat... 


I Rat ogres. Ugly and tuff, like Pot Noodles 



These chicks'll really make you hard. By turning you into stone. If they fire something that looks like a 
white fireball at you, run away. Fast. If it hits you, you'll be petrified. Only the anti-magic charm can save 
you. Only one of them can turn you to stone, so deal with her first. The other two should be easy. Keep 
moving to prevent them ganging up on you. Normal attacks don't do much to 'em, so use magic. 



■ Devil woman, she'll put a spell on you. These bitches hit hard, poison and turn you to stone 
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SEWER 1 


That's 'bloody great robots' to us lot. They may 
look a bit cackola, but they hurt. Hurt real bad. 
These massive machines vomit fire and can char- 
grill you in an instant. 

They can also grab and do some damage 
you may not walk away from. Your best chance is 
to get behind them and attack from there. 
Cowardly but effective. 

Fire is the best weapon to use, as is energy- 
based magic like the flamelance and the Arc of 
power. Just make sure you attack from behind. An 
attack from the front will probably end in every 
ounce of your flesh being burned off you. 


THE BLOODBEAST 


Anal retentives will remember this from the cover 
of the Deathtrap Dungeon book. Like your batty 
gran, this beast wallows all day in a pit of filth and 
is deadly to be near. Make sure you stay well away 
from this beast, or you'll be poisoned. It's immune 
to normal attack, but the venom sword can pack a 
punch on it. The weak spot is on its forehead. If 
you can get enough hits there, you will succeed. 
The teleport in the room will zap you in front of 
the head of the bloodbeast, so you can catch it by 
surprise. Doing that a few times should deal with 
the filthy old bast. 


THE HYDRA 


The Hydra don't like callers. It's got three heads 
which can all kill you and one can engulf you in 
flames. The Hydra can also take a load of damage. 
Do you have a pig's chance in a slaughterhouse? 
Actually, yes. The red sword is the best thing you 
can use. There is one trick that should see you 
through with little or no fuss. If you get right up to 
the Hydra, under the heads, it won't attack you. 
Simply plug away till it dies. 

The time you're most likely to take damage is 
when you're trying to pull all the gold levers in the 
arena. If you have a charm of icy cool, this might 
be a good time to use it 


This dragon won't leave you alone for a second. If 
you stand still, he'll smack a fireball up your ass. 
One trick he uses is to trap you in a lift with a 
fireball. Swine. Also watch out for the fireball- 
mines left on the floor. 

Non-magical weapons are useless and fire 
attacks are pointless. You need the black sword 
and you need to lure Vilefor to the ground. If you 
stand in the same area, he'll land by you. Crack 
out a charm of icy cool and waste him with the 
black sword. He can take more hits than Tyson, but 
if you keep moving and hacking, you'll ice him. 


Melkor, the final boss, is as hard as nails. As you 
make your way through the final level, he 
constantly hurls fireballs at you. Not nice. 

If you keep moving, though, you'll be fine. 
You need, the red sword to get any damage on 
him. The best time to attack is when he lands on 
his platform in the middle of the arena. Before you 
attack him, use an anti-magic charm, a charm of 
icy cool and a strength potion. That should do a 
fair amount of damage. If you have any flamelance 
or blunderbuss shots left, they can also be used. 
Your best bet, though, is to get in close. That might 
just work.

Turn left and climb into the alcove. Follow the 
path, drop down and get the bomb. Lob the 
bomb into the room to splatter the group of ores 
there. Drop down and go through the portcullis 
ahead, into a maze area. 

Turn right and follow the path, keeping to 
the wall on the right. You'll have to kill some ores 
on the way. In this maze area, if you head left, 
you'll find a falling slab that drops you to a secret 
area. A teleport will take you back. 
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After the maze, you'll arrive at a door with 
banners nearby. Enter here and cross the room 
to a double door. Go up the lift, kill the archer ore 
and get the red key. Now retrace your steps back 
to the starting area. Go straight ahead and go left, 
through the red key door. Cross the bridges, 
killing the ore archers, go up the lift and along the 
corridor. Kill more ores and you'll eventually 
come to the gold key. Go back to the start area 
and exit via the gold portcullis. 


SEWER 2 
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Head down the lift and take a right along the sewer, carrying on straight ahead. Climb up into the alcove 
you find and get the health bonus. Open the wood door at the end of the sewer. Enter it and kill the 
archers, pull both levers and get the silver sword. Leave the room and turn immediately right climbing into 
the alcove and going down the slope. Enter the coffin room on the right to get some pick-ups, killing the 
ghosts. Leave the room and continue along the corridor, down another slope, turning left and left again. 



Kill the ores and pull both levers to open the end of level portcullis. Drop down the falling slabs into sewer 
3. There's a secret room at the start of the level. Take the path that lies ahead and turn left as it joins 
another corridor. You'll have to jump over a large hole and climb up to a portcullis door, behind which is 
the secret area, with a blunderbuss. Kill the ores and pull the lever to return to the sewers.

SEWER 3 
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You'll land in a room filled with pods. Get the 
flamethrower from behind a hidden door and 
use it to toast the insects. Leave the room, head 
down the slope and turn right. Kill more insects 
and open the hidden door opposite, getting the 
pickups from the chest. 

Enter the next room, down a slope, killing 
all the insects that pop out of hidden doors. 
When they're dead, the exit door will open. Drop 
through the falling slabs and kill the spider. 
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Turn right and activate the sliding block. Walk 
forward, opening the hidden doors and getting 
the pick-ups from the chests. Return to the t- 
junction you passed earlier and take the left fork. 
Climb up into the corridor and go straight ahead. 
Kill the spider and follow the path ahead. 

You'll find a secret area before you come 
out above the insect queen. Kill the queen by 
destroying the stalactites, then exit at the opposite 
side of the room.

Enter the medusa chamber. Kill all the medusa to 
access the treasure rooms. Grab the goodies. The 
room on the left has a secret area, concealed by a 
hidden door on the far wall. Exit the medusa room 
via double doors and take the lift up. Kill wandering 


ores and climb up, killing the archers. Go through 
the door and to the opposite side of the room. 
Drop down into the pit on the right, pull the lever 
and climb up through a portcullis. Kill the ores and 
the ore shaman to open the end-of-level door. 


TRENCH 1 
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Climb out of the first trench and run across the 
open ground to the second trench. Avoid the 
mines and kill the ratmen. Killing the two gunners 
will deactivate the cannons. Climb the wall into 
the next trench. There are two lifts here, the left 
hand one leads to a small room with a chest, 
containing a key. The right hand lift leads to a 
room. Go down the right hand lift and open the 
opposite hidden door, revealing the secret area 
and getting the pick-ups. 


Follow the path, killing the rat ogres, till you reach 
two portcullis doors. Take the door on the left but 
jump to the right before the lift pushes you onto 
spikes. Take the next lift up. Drop bombs or 
grenades from above to kill the ratmen below 
you. Collect the key, kill all the ratmen in the 
foxholes and cross to the end of the level, killing 
all the remaining ratmen. Get the key from 
beneath the walkway. You must have all three 
keys before the end of level door will open. 


II TRENCH 2 
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Run forward into a square bunker and press the 
activate button. You'll be teleported to the top of 
a pillbox where there is a secret area and a load 
of pick-ups. Hurrah! Now head back to the start 
of the level. 

Kill all the ratmen in the pill-boxes and go 
up on the lift in the bunker. 

Follow the path, killing ratmen along the 
way. You'll come to a maze. 

The objective of the maze is to get to the 
command bunker. You have to take lifts up in the 
maze. One will take you to the command bunker. 
When you get there, pull the gold lever to drop 
the wall outside. 

Now retrace your steps back through the 
maze and get back outside. Cross to the control 
centre, kill all the occupants inside and descend 
in the lift to the next level. 


1 TRENCH 3 
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Open the door and kill the rat-ogre. Pull all four levers to allow access to the next area. Get the health and 
follow the corridor round. Stairs will lower you into the giant rat maze. There are two giant rats, both of 
which must be killed to open the door, leading to the ratking's rooms. The giant rats can be killed using 
normal weapons or by dropping them through the trap doors at the end of the maze. 
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To get through the maze, head right, right and then take the first right. When the rats are dead, the 
portcullis opens, leading to the guards' room. Kill the ratmen in the window to get the red key. Kill the rats 
in the next room to open the ratking's throne room. Slaughter the ratking to open the end of level door. 
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Walk around the top, killing the ratmen. Get the blunderbuss and ammo. Take the lift down, head through 
the portcullis, killing the ratmen and the ogre. Behind the barrels is a chest with a pick-up inside. 

Exit the room and you'll find the red key, killing ratmen on the way. There's a secret door to the left of 
the key, with pick-ups inside. 


Go to the red portcullis, which you can now open. Head through and cross the bridge. Get to the room 
with the portcullis ahead of you and a lever on your right. Ignore the portcullis, the floor's trapped. Pull the 
lever, revealing the hidden door. Kill the ratmen and follow the passage round, leading to a t-junction. Head 
left to the end of the level. To the right is a lever, making the trapped floor safe so you can get the pick-ups. 
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You start on a bridge. Flame traps activate and then go off. Wait till 
they're finished and run past. Rat gunners appear on ledges, so haul 
ass over the bridge and through the door. Kill rat ogres and go to the 
next room. You'll get ambushed, so run through the door, dropping 
bombs. Kill the gunner in the next room. At the end is a hidden door 
with a silver key behind it. Get it and go left, taking the lift up. 



Enter the corridor, which has three secret doors. Open the middle 
door for pick-ups, but be warned: it releases a swarm of ratmen. As 
you leave this corridor a door opens in front of you. Enter it and 
open the coffin on the right for pick-ups. The other coffins release 
ghosts. Go through the door with the eyes on it. In this room is a 
silver sword, but wait! If you run in, you'll be impaled. 
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Creep in to activate the trap, which you can then dodge. Get the 
sword and kill the ghosties, opening the door. Go out of the room 
and over the bridge. A door opens, so enter it, kill the gunners and 
ride the lift down. You'll be in an area with two doors. If you have 
the silver key, open the door on the left and get the flamelance. Go 
through the door on the right, kill the ogres, turn right and exit. 
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Go over the bridge and rat gunners will appear 
either side of you. Go through the door at the 
end of the bridge and kill the gunners. When 
you've dealt with them, enter the next room. 
Ahead of you is a portcullis you can't open, and 
there are four other doors. 

The doors harbour ratmen. Go through the 
hidden doors, pulling levers, till you've pulled all 
four, opening the exit door of this room. Go 
through, onto the lift and ride it up. You'll reach a 
t-junction, at which point you should go left. 
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Follow the path round and go through the 
portcullis. A giant boot appears behind you. Get 
the gold key here and then deal with the boot. 
Head through the door on the left of the room 
and kill the gunners there. Follow the corridor 
round, ignoring the lift. Leap over a falling slab 
and get on the left of it. Enter a room full of pick¬ 
ups, and kill the ratmen that appear. You can go 
through the yellow portcullis for secret pick-ups if 
you wish. Exit the room via the double doors, 
cross the bridge, kill the gunners and exit. 



At the t-junction, go left and kill the rats, grabbing 
all the pick-ups lying around the place. Come 
back to the t-junction and carry on round. Kill 
more rats and take the lift down. Head through 
the room and onto the bridge. Go through the 
next door and kill more ratmen. Take the first 
passage on the left to get a secret, but watch out 
for ghosts. 

Head back to the main passage and take 
the second passage on the right, following it 
round. Open the door and ride the lift up. 
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Go through the portcullis and pull the lever on 
the right. Note the candles by the doors. Pull the 
levers behind the doors with one and two 
candles, exiting through the door with three 
candles. You'll teleport to where the gold key is. 
Take the nearby lift down and get the pick-ups 
behind the gold portcullis. Go back over to the lift 
and go through the other gold portcullis. There 
are three rockmen guarding the exit. Simply 
dodge 'em and exit through the door behind 
them, along the corridor to the left. 
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You start on a bridge with a right turn ahead. You 
can't enter the gold door to the right yet. Before 
the turning to the right is an arrow. Stand on the 
arrow and walk off the bridge, landing you on a 
platform below. Get the pick-ups and press 
activate to go towards the other tower ahead. 

Use the invisibility spell and enter the room, 
killing the four ogres. Pull the lever on the right 
pillar, making a trap safe. Get the key in the 
room. Exit through a hidden door and follow the 
passage round, taking the right hand portcullis. 


Activate the portcullis and a door behind you 
opens. Go through the portcullis. Kill more 
ratmen, grabbing pick-ups and pulling the lever. 
Head back to the gold portcullis. Grab the pick¬ 
ups and take the lift up. Kill rat grenadiers and 
jump into the room with a lever and two candles 
outside. Pull the lever and jump back to the lift. 
Jump to the second lever and pull it. The 
portcullis opens. Jump opposite it and pull the 
lever there. If you take too long, the levers reset, 
so move quick. Now ride the lift to the exit 





Get on the turtle and enter the room, killing the rat 
gunners. Open the portcullis on the left, jump back, 
kill the emerging enemies and get the pick-ups 
inside. Stand in front of the tapestry and press 
activate to reveal a secret. Exit the room and follow 
the passage up. Kill the ratmen and go through the 


portcullis on the right. Crack out the firefly spell, 'cos 
it gets dark. Kill the ratmen lurking and get the 
pickups. Activate the tapestry here for another 
secret. Follow the passage on the left round, killing 
the ogres. Activate the banner you arrive at and 
enter the door to exit. 
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Head over the bridge and through the portcullis. 
Pull the levers on either side of the door here, 
being quick 'cos they're time-based. Go to the left 
and enter the teleport. Go round the corridor, 
through a portcullis and get on the turtle. Head 
through the portcullis and go right, get the pick¬ 
ups and pull the lever, entering the teleport just 
down the corridor. 


Drop down and pummel the robots with the 
grenade launcher. Go through the door, open the 
coffin on the right, killing the ghost and getting 
the pick-ups. Enter the teleport. Where you end 
up, head through the door. On the right is a 
hidden door with secret pick-ups. Follow the 
passageway round till you reach a junction. Turn 
left and exit the level. 
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Ride the turtle and kill the ratmen with the rocket launcher. They attack from both sides. When you get the 
message 'watch out' get ready to jump to the other turtle. When you get to the bog room, run to the lift 
shaft on the right and drop down, getting the secret pick-ups. Teleport and go to the second shaft, dropping 
down to get to the second secret area. Kill everything, exit through the door at the back of the area. 


Head along the walkway. Drop off to a save point and teleport back up. Carry on along the walkway and a 
small robot will teleport in ahead of you. Kill it and go through the portcullis. Don't get on the lift, but kill 
the grenadiers with distance weapons. Now go down on the lift and kill the ogres. Open the chests on the 
left and right, getting the pick-ups. Kill the robots, but avoid the middle of the room which collapses. 
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Destroy the giant robot, making sure you are as 
near to the lift as possible when it dies. The lift will 


descend, so get on it pronto. At the bottom, get on 
the turtle and ride it to the end of the level.

As you enter the chamber past that, you should see 
a wall close.
